December Shipments Of 
Ladies’ Sweaters Down 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
497,000 dozen women’s, misses’ 
and juniors’ sweaters were 
shipped during December, 1959, 
according to the Commerce De- 
partment. 

These shipments represent a 
six percent decrease from De- 
cember 1958, when 530,000 
dozens were moved, and a 35 
percent decline from November, 
1959, when 766,000 dozens 
were shipped.

Fiber Trends 


Non-Cellulosic 
Fiber Output 
Increased 30% 


Production of non-cellulosic 
synthetic fibers reached the 
record level of 646.5 million 
pounds in 1959, according to 
figures released recently by the 
Textile Economics Bureau, Inc. 

Output in 1959 of non-cellu- 
losic fibers, including both fila- 
ment yarn and staple, was 30 
percent in excess of production 
in the preceding year. 

Of the total produced in 1959 
of non-cellulosic synthetic fiber, 
233 million pounds represented 
staple and the balance yarn. 

Non-cellulosic staple and tow 
production in the final quarter 
of last year amounted to 56,- 
600,000 pounds, a figure 13 
percent above the corresponding 
three months of 1958. Quarterly 
production last year ranged 
from six million to 24 million 
pounds higher than the compar- 
able 1958 periods.

Trade Interest Mounting In Acrilan 16

CHEMSTRAND’S acrylic fiber, 


By CHARLES 


Acrilan, is beginning to create 


a stir in the sweater market again. The fiber is not the same one 
which sweater knitters had worked with a couple of years back. 
It’s a different fiber, called Acrilan 16, and it possesses different 
dye properties from the regular type of Acrilan (16.56) which 


the trade has known up to now. 

Acrilan 16 is not a new prod- 
uct; it has been around the 
market for some time. Details 
about it were first reported in the 
KNITTED OUTERWEAR TIMES 
almost three years ago. But up 
until about tne middle of last 
year Acrilan 16 had been avail- 
able only in staple form in 2, 
2.5 and 3 deniers for use pri- 
marily by yardgoods knitters. 
Now Acrilan 16 is being turned 
out by the Chemstrand Corpo- 
ration in a whole range of 
deniers—2, 2.5; 3, 5, 8 and 15 
denier—in tow form suitable for 
processing via the conventional 
tow-to-top systems on which 
most Orlon and other synthetic 
fiber yarns for the knitting trade 
are produced. 

Yarn Mixtures 

By combining Acrilan 16 
with regular Acrilan, knitters 
can obtain yarns and sweater 
fabrics in a whole range of con- 
trast-color effects via simple 
one-bath dyeing operations. The 
degree of contrast coloring is 
determined largely by the rela- 
tive percentage of the two dif- 
ferent types of Acrilan in the 
yarn bundle or sweater fabric. 
One of the most common com- 
binations consists of 65 percent 
regular Acrilan and 35 percent 
Acrilan 16. Some mills, how- 
ever, are reportedly working 
with fifty-fifty combinations and 
others with blends containing as 
little as 10 percent Acrilan 16. 

Yarns combining blends of 
Acrilan 16 and regular Acrilan 
in the low denier ranges are 
being turned out by such yarn 
suppliers as U. S. Rubber Com- 
pany, Pharr Worsted Mills, 
Milliken Woolens and American 
Thread Co. These resources have 
been channeling most of these 
yarns to yardgoods knitters but 
it is expected that some of their 
production now will be diverted 
to the sweater trade. 

Knitting yarns spun of the 
heavier (5 and 8) deniers of 
Acrilan 16 and regular Acrilan 
are available to sweater knitters 
from only three spinners— 


Templon Spinning Mills, Na- 
tional Spinning Company and 
Caron Spinning Company. It is 
the coarse denier yarns from 
the yarn processors that seem 
at the moment to be most 
appealing to the sweater knit- 
ters. The latter are utilizing the 
yarns in several different ways: 

Frosty brushed mohair- 
type effects. 

* Napped and sheared con- 
trast-color stripes. 

* Argyle and jacquard pat- 
tern treatments. 

* Bulky rib knits in heather 
effects. 

Actually, knitters point out, 
there appears to be no limit to 
the contrast-color effects that 
can be achieved when full ad- 
vantage is taken of the different 
dye properties of Acrilan 16 and 
regular Acrilan. The patterns 
are limited only by the ingenuity 
of the knitter and the facilities 
of the skein or sweater-strip 
dyer. 

The normal precautions that 
are required in handling any 
acrylic fiber yarn must be ob- 
served in knitting sweater- 
blanks of Acrilan 16 and regular 
Acrilan. Stripe effects are gen- 
erally achieved by knitting al- 
ternate a of regular Acrilan

and Acrilan 16 yarn. The jac- 
quard-pattern treatments are 
knitted by setting up the ma- 
chines for selection of the regu- 
lar Acrilan and Acrilan 16 
yarns in accordance with the 
pattern set-out. Heather effects 
may be obtained by using pre- 
twisted yarns of regular Acrilan 
and Acrilan 16, the twisting 
having been done either on the 
roving frame or at the normal 
yarn twisting stage. Heather 
motifs are also producible by 
the double and twist method of 
plying singles yarns of different 
colored regular Acrilan and Ac- 
rilan 16. 
Dyeing Routes 

Dyeing of Acrilan 16 and 
regular Acrilan combinations 
can be done either via the skein 
or sweater-strip routes. Acrilan 
16 is colored only by disperse 
or cationic dyestuffs; regular 
Acrilan (16.56) by these two 
dyes as well as by such wool- 
type dyestuffs as acids, neutrals 
or premetallizeds and chromes. 

In one bath dyeing, acid dyes 
are used for coloring the regular 
Acrilan and cationics for dyeing 
the Acrilan 16. Formic acid is 
used as the exhaust medium. 
Disperse dyes can be employed 
only in a two-bath operation. 

The yarns blended of Acrilan 
16 and regular Acrilan (16.56) 
are supplied to knitters with a 
fugitive tint to facilitate segre- 
gation from other types of 
acrylic fiber yarns which the 
mill may be handling.

British Producers Introduce Own Textured Yarns 


LEICESTER, England—The modified filament yarn situation in 
Britain has become far more complex than it was only a few months 
ago, with more and more companies bringing out their own brands 
ot stabilized yarns. A few years ago when the first bulked filament 
yarns Were growing in importance each company gave its own 


name to the types of yarn it pro- 
duced. Then strong efforts were 
made to clear the confusion by 
marketing yarns under the names 
of the processes used to produce 
them, Ban-Lon, Taslan, conven- 
tional crimp, false-twist, Agilon 
and so on. Now the original 
trend has returned and compa- 
nies are once again giving their 
own names to the yarn they have 
processed. To complicate this 
picture still further, most of the 
throwsters have brought out their 
own types of stabilized yarns, 
many of which are basically 
false-twist yarns that have been 
post-treated to take out most of 
the stretch and torque. 

Thus Lancashire Cotton Corp. 
Ltd., this week announced El- 
salon, a single-stage false-twist 
yarn “made by a special proc- 
ess” which the company has it- 
self developed. Elsalon is sup- 
plied in package form in its fully 
bulked state and generally speak- 
ing no after-processing of gar- 
ments kaitted from the yarn is 
necessary. Even in singles form, 
company says, Elsalon can be 
used satisfactorily. The yarn is 
offered in all the standard de- 
niers supplied by the filament 
producers or in any multiples. 
Although so far production is 
said to be small, potential mar- 
kets are predicted as including 
knitted outerwear, interlock and 
pique fabrics, lace and warp 
knitted fabrics and hand knit- 
ling yarns. 

The well-known Macclestield 
throwsters, William Frost and 
Sons Ltd., is now promoting 
Frostex D yarns. These yarns 
which are reported to be pro- 
duced by an edge-crimp process 
similar to that of the Agilon 
method. are completely non-tor- 
que and can be knitted easily 


without any tension control com- 
plications. The makers say that 
Frostex D knitted fabrics can be 
bulked satisfactorily with normal 
linishiny equipment. After this 
bulkine. and dyeing and finish- 
ing, no: only is the fabric ex- 
‘remely level in shade but the 
Surface jas a very even texture. 


The company claims that there 
is a complete absence of pluck- 
ing or picking of individual fila- 
ments and there is an excellent 
fullness of handle. An unusual 
feature claimed for garments in 
these yarns is that they are said 
to actually improve in softness 
and handle with home washings. 

Choice of Frostex D yarn de- 
nier depends not only on ma- 
chine gauge but also on the ul- 
timate end use of the fabric un- 
der construction. Frost claims 
that it can supply the best type 
of yarn for the end use of the 
fabric. For outerwear, yarns 
ranging from 70/2 denier to 
150/4 are recommended. The 
finer the filament denier, the 
softer the handle of the fabric. 
By using a 3 ply (150 denier 
yarn) a more robust fabric, with 
full and springy handle, is pro- 
duced. 

Kirklees Ltd., a company 
known more for its rayon pro- 
duction than for its nylon proc- 
essing activities, also recently 
announced its own stabilized ny- 
lon yarn, calling it Kirklon Super 
Bulk. This is described as a yarn 
which is not completely non- 
torque. It is being marketed in 
two forms with different degrees 
of residual stretch. The proc- 
essors say that the entire bulking 
and relaxing operation is carried 
out on one unit, and that they 
have applied for patents to cover 
the method used. 

One of the first British stabi- 
lized yarns to be generally pro- 
moted was Astralon-C, which 
after the purchase of all British 
patent rights by Imperial Chem- 
ical Industries Ltd., is now pro- 
duced in the U.K. as Crimplene. 
Eight companies have so far 
been licensed in Britain and the 
first commercial quantities of 
the processed yarn are expected 
on the market shortly in the 
form of hand-knitting yarns. In 
this case the synthetic used will 
be Terylene polyester yarns. 

Reports indicate that negoti- 
ations have been, or are being, 
concluded with several U.S. 


companies and the original de- 
velopers of the Astralon-C proc- 
ess (Cheslene and Crepes Ltd., 
and the Scragg Group) for the 
production of Astralon-C yarns 
in North America. 

British Nylon Spinners Ltd., 
following the lead of the Deer- 
ing Milliken Research Corp. in 
the U.S., have reduced the roy- 
alties payable by British throw- 
sters on the production of Agilon 
yarns. However, the reduction 
in these royalties, compared with 
the recent U.S. reductions, is 
believed to be far more drastic. 

This move is seen as part 
of the growing battle between 
British yarn processors to cap- 
ture larger shares of the boom- 
ing market for bulked continu- 
ous filament yarns, particularly 
those ot the bulked, relaxed type 
now more generally known as 
stabilized yarns. Although full 
details about the British Nylon 
Spinners’ royalty reductions are 
not generally released, it is be- 
lieved that the reductions are 
also applicable to Agilon D yarn 
which was one of the first of 
the stabilized yarns. 

It is reported that British Ny- 
lon Spinners have dropped what 
was tormerly a royalty of about 
1.40 per pound to something 
around 14 cents per pound. This 
contrasts with the recent reduc- 
tions announced by Deering Mil- 
liken, who are joint Agilon 
process patent holders with Bri- 
tish Nyton Spinners, and who 
recently reduced their royalties 
in North America to $3 per 
pound for 6-13 denier filaments, 
$2 per pound for 14-17 denier 
filaments, and four percent the 
cost of the raw material in the 
U.S. for all deniers higher than 
17. 

The yarns selected for the 
Agilon process and other bulk- 
ing processes in Britain are al- 
most entirely nylon. British Ny- 
lon Spinners are generally re- 
garded as the sole U.K. pro- 
ducers of polyamide yarns; al- 
through some qualities of nylon 
6, a yarn originally known as 
Celon, are produced by Cour- 
taulds Ltd. in what used ‘to be 
the British Celanese plant at 
Spondon for use within the Cour- 
taulds’ organization.

Now, following the 
start of commercial production 
at Chemstrand’s new plant at 
Coleraine, Ireland, more intens- 
ive efforts are being made to find 
fresh outlets in the knitted out- 
ter wear field. 

The latest spring range from 
McCaul ( Knitwear ) Ltd. follows 
the match box separates theme 
successfully launched by this 
same company last autumn and 
contains a variety of matching 
Acrilan sweaters and skirts. 
These dyed - to - match Acrilan 
lines are featured as giving easy- 
care characteristics and luxuri- 
ous feel.

V-Bed Units Used To Turn Out Bulky Rib Award Sweaters 


DENVER, Colo.—The manufacture of award type sweaters is 
done entirely on flat bed machinery at the Colorado Knitting 
Mills, 1036 West Colfax Avenue, this city. The plant, owned by 
Paul Heckel, is the state’s only sweater knitting mill. The mill 
boasts a battery of different types of power-operated V-bed units 


in addition to two chenille 
machines used to make letters, 
numerals, names and designs. 

With one exception the knit- 
ting machines are Dubied 
BARB and CAL models. The 
exception is a German-made 
machine. 

A mechanic or set-up man is 
on duty at all times in the plant 
to do maintenance. The plant 
has its own tools, and for the 
most part is able to do its own 
mechanical work. 

Findings On Hand 

All materials are assembled 
in order as needed and placed 
in assembly line sequence; that 
is, the ribbons, zippers, buttons, 
threads, labels and emblems 
are where they are needed in the 
proper amounts to complete an 
order. This avoids loss of work- 


ing time and confusion in hav- 
ing to look for a button, the 
right color thread or a certain 
label. 

Yarns are bought in skeins or 
back-wound onto cones ready 
for knitting from the National 
Yarn Corporation of Cleveland 
and Paimetto Worsted Mills in 
South Carolina. The yarns for 
the most part are virgin worsted 
wool. Preference for wool is be- 
cause of its durability, capacity 
to outlast all other yarns, ability 
to retain shape of the garment 
and easy care. “We don’t stock 
too heavily,” Mr. Heckel ex- 
plained, “because production is 
based mostly on present and 
future orders. For instance, we 
begin looking ahead and knit- 
ting ski sweaters in the sum- 
mer.” 


Surplus yarn is stored in a 
moisturized room at the back 
of the plant. The six by 10 foot 
room was made by setting up 
partitions and lining it with 
shelves. Pans of water are kept 
on either side, and once or 
twice a day the steam from the 
boiler in the adjoining pressing 
room is turned on to keep the 
right humidity. The dry Col- 
orado climate makes additional 
humidity a necessity to prevent 
the yarns from drying out. 

Proper moisture treatment of 
wool means less breakage, less 
fly waste, and it knits more 
easily on the machine, making 
the fabric more even. The result 
is truer sizes and better quality 
garments. 

The plant is arranged in logi- 
cal sequence for construction of 
a sweater. Knitting machines 
are in the center of the back 
section of the plant. Yarn for 
immediate use is easily reached 
on nearby shelves. In the center 


and near the machines is a large 
cutting table, where the finished 
piece goods are placed. 

Cutting and styling is directed 
by Mr. Heckel’s wife, Rose, 
who is  secretary-treasurer of 
the concern, and works side by 
side with her husband. 

Output Sequence 

The sewing section is next to 
the cutting table. When a gar- 
ment is completed, it is placed +e: 
in a small canvas cart on wheels Sai 
and trucked to the back of the 
plant, where the steam pressing 
room is located. Between the 
pressing and the knitting rooms 
is the storage and packing area 
and moisture-controlled yarn 
storage section. 

After the finished garment is 
steamed and pressed, it is re- 
turned via cart to the front area, 
where it is packed. Stamped, 
clear polyethylene bags are 
used in this final operation.

Specifications Of Emil Wirth Flat Milanese Machine 


BERLIN, Germany—More details are now available about the 
diagonal-rapid flat Milanese knitting unit developed by Emil Wirth 
Wirkmaschinenefabrik, East Germany. This unit caused a fair 
amount of interest among European knitters when it made one of 
its first public appearances in the West at last year’s Leipzig Fair, 


but until recently not much in- 
formation about its working 
principle and performance has 
been available. 

It is now apparent that the 
most obvious difference between 
this East German unit and the 
more conventional Milanese ma- 
chines which operate according 
to the English system is in the 
Position of the warp beams. 

Two sets of warps are placed 
over the needle bar and the yarn 
is led through guides to ordinary 
bearded needles. These needles 
are similar to those used on con- 
ventional locknit warp knitting 
units and can be numbered as 
one of the several warp knitting 
unit features which do appear in 
this Easi German unit. 

The needles are in molded 
groups of six, and these groups 
are easily assembled on the knit- 
ting bar. fastened to their hold- 


ers and clamped into position. 
Yarn from each side of the unit 
moves diagonally and at each 
end of the unit the transfer of 
yarn from front to rear is car- 
ried out by the special Wirth 
system which switches the yarn 
through 180 degrees over to the 
opposing knitting element at an 
extremely high speed when com- 
pared with a normal Milanese 
unit. 

The Wirth system, it is 
claimed, cuts out that stage in 
the operation of a conventional 
Milanese unit at which there is 
a slight pause while the yarn 
awaits transfer to the opposing 
knitting element, and is left run- 
ning free under relaxed tension. 

According to a Wirth spokes- 
man, it is this pause which is 
responsible for varying and 
faulty margins. It is also this

pause which cuts the potential 
speed of a conventional Milanese 
unit to about 100 courses'- per 
minute. In the Wirth system, 
during the transfer switching-ac- 


tion, the yarn is under constant 
tension and is closely controlled 
until completely transferred to 
the opposite side of the machine.

into two principal types: 


Simple seometric designs like 
stripes, diagonals, circles, checks, 
eclipses, diamonds, plaids and a 
multitude of others may be knit 
on a standard 2 bar tricot ma- 
chine equipped with a chaindrum 
or on any Raschel machine. 

The same applies to more 
complex abstract geometric de- 
signs. These, although still pro- 
ducible by means of drawing in- 
struments, no longer resemble 
the customary geometric form. 
Examples of an abstract design 
of this type are meander, scroll, 
scallop, ogee, etc. 

Fancy designs are those based 
on motifs inspired by nature and 
executed by free hand drawing. 
A typical example of a fancy 
design is an elaborate flower, 
P human face, landscape, animal, 
ete. As explained in Part 2 of 
the series, a tricot machine has 
as many degrees of design free- 
dom as the number of bars it 
mounts. Even a 4-bar tricot is 
still pitifully short in degree of 
freedom on Leavers lace ma- 
chines, where fancies constitute 
the bread and butter of produc- 
tion, the complement of bars 
ranges from 50 to 250. 

A standard 2-, 3- or 4-bar 
iricot_ machine is incapable of 
knitting fancy designs except 
perhaps a faint resemblance of 
loral motifs. Only a jacquard 
tricot can cope with the require- 
ments of fancy knitting. Simi- 
larly, multi-bar Raschel machines 
having up to 24 guide bars and 
the equivalent number of de- 
grees of freedom are still very 
inadequate in the province of 
fancies when compared to Leav- 
ers lace looms.

PHIS article will deal with the development and practical aspects 
of color designs in warp knit fabrics. Designs may be broadly divided 
(1) geometrics and (2) fancy.

actually a scaffolding of threads 
which would have to be filled in 
completely in order to make 
solid. Such construction does not 
have the properties we expect of 
either knit or woven cloths and 
it would be prohibitively expen- 
sive if manufacture were at- 
tempted. 

The same applies to Raschel 
machines. Although a few am- 
bitious and well-executed floral 
designs have recently appeared 
on the Raschel market, this does 
not necessarily imply that the 
machines can knit an acceptable 
solid fabric in a fancy design. A 
Raschel lace technique, where 
the design is developed by in- 
lays on a mesh ground, cannot 


be successfully applied to solid 
fabrics. 

Suppose we tried to knit such 
fancy design as an animal motif 
in color on a plain ground. To 
outline the motif we would have 
to use every guide bar available. 
This would involve a large num- 
ber of loose floats at the reverse 
side. Each bar, when not re- 
quired to knit, would have to 
float its yarn. Floating, it will 
be remembered, cannot be car- 
ried out over a great number 
of courses and, at best, is a nec- 
essary evil. Even if these floats 
could be trapped inside the fab- 
ric, they would still show through 
and spoil the pattern appearance. 

On the other hand, on. weft 
knitting machines the objection- 
able floats can be knitted into 
the ground structure without im- 
pairing the design definition. 

Weft knitting machines are 
far better suited for knitting of 
fancies than any of the warp 
machines. On flat or circular ma-

chines either a full jacquard or 
partial selection in form of pat- 
tern wheels or tapes can easily 
be fitted on the machine. This 
cannot be accomplished on any 
of the latest tricot or Raschel 
equipment. 

In view of these limitations 
in the sphere of fancies, we shall 
restrict our discussion to geo- 
metric designs only. 

All geometric forms, whether 
rectilinear or curvilinear, can be 
produced with a reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy by means of 
short sections of a straight line. 
For both weft and warp knit- 
ting systems that section is a 
length of one course. The one 
course deep section is essentially 
a primary design element which 
when placed in appropriate se- 
quence and angle renders any 
geometric form or shape. 

There are two principal move- 
ments used for development of 
designs on warp knit basis. They 
are vertical and diagonal move- 
ments. The first may be a pillar 
(Draft la), a 1-0, 1-2, (1b), or 
1-0, 2-3 movement—(Ic), 0-0, 
2-2 inlay (Id), or any other 
movement of similar vertically 
disposed nature. The diagonal 
movement may take a form of a 
single needie Atlas—lI(e), two 
needle Atlas I(f), three needle 
Atlas—I(g), ete. 

It will be seen the longer the 
underlap of the movement, the 
smaller the angle (A) of its in- 
clination to the horizontal. At 
the same time, the yarn traverse 
is correspondingly increased. 
Thus, at (ce) the maximum tra- 
verse is five wales. At (f) the 
traverse is nine wales, at (g)—13 
wales. in all cases the movement 
repeats on eight courses. 

In order to change the angle 
of inclination and the extent of 
yarn traverse for a given repeat, 
the Atlas movement may be 
modified in a number of ways. 
For example, movement shown 
on Draft I(h) has a larger angle 
of inclination than I(e). Its tra- 
verse is six wales and repeat of 
22 courses as against a five 
wale traverse and eight course 
repeat of I(e). Further examples 
of modified Atlas movement are 
furnished on Draft (i) and (j). 
On (i) the traverse is eight wales

same repeat of 22 courses. 

All geometric designs are 
produced by employing either 
the vertical or diagonal move- 
ment, or What is more frequent, 
by a combination of both. Draft 
i(k) shows a combination of (b) 
and (c) resulting in a scallop like 
form. 

We shall now discuss in 
ereater detail some of the better 
known geometric designs. The 
simplest and one of the most ef- 
fective geometric designs is a 
vertical stripe. Despite its sim- 
plicity there is quite a choice of 
lapping movements available for 
its development depending on 
the basic character of the stripe. 
There is definitely no limit on 
the way the stripes can be 
grouped, arranged in various 
weights or sparked with a vivid 
color scheme. The number of 
permutations and combinations 
in stripe effect is only subject to 
the designer’s ingenuity, re- 
sourcefulness and taste in apply- 
ing the color palette. 

A vertical stripe is a motif 
“natural” to warp knitting thanks 
to the longitudinal mode of fab- 
ric formation. This contrasts with 
the weft knitting system where 
a horizontal stripe is a “natural.” 
Although a horizontal stripe can 
be produced on a warp knit basis, 
it usually requires a special lap- 
ping movement and the result is 
not always satisfactory. By the 
same token, vertical stripe poses 
a problem in weft knitting where 
special set-outs or attachments 
are necessary for its production. 

Warp knitting is more flexible 
in its “natural” vertical stripe 
field than its weft rival in the 
“natural” horizontal stripe. The 
latter is limited by the number 
of active feeds and by the capac- 
ity of striping mechanism if such 
is provided on the machine. If 
the mechanism is used, the start

and finish of color stripe is fre- 
quently marred by protruding 
ends of yarn left by the cutter. 
A warp knit machine, on the 
other hand, can produce, if re- 
quired, different color stripe on 
each wale across the fabric with- 
out any auxiliary mechanism or 
obtrusive yarn tails. There is 
nothing to cut and knitting of 
stripe pattern can proceed at full 
speed. 

Photo | shows a simple 75 
denier acetate stripe fabric knit 
on 28 tricot machine. The lap- 
ping movement is shown on 
Draft 2(a). The threading is 
front bar—1 black, | white, 4 
black, | white, | black, 9 white. 
The back bar is solid white. The 
fabric is dimensionally stable 
thanks to the long underlap on 
the back bar. It is used exten- 
sively for dressgoods. Since the 
colored yarns are entered in the 
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PHOTO 2 


front bar performing a_ pillar 
movement, each will produce a 
“clean” stripe extending over 
one wale only. The reverse side 
of the fabric also shows a dis- 
tinct vertical stripe even finer 
and of superior definition than 
on the face. There, the stripe is 
composed on a series of “V” 
shaped limbs of the loops while 
on the reverse there are just 
straight connecting floats run- 
ning from one course to another 
as to make an impression of a 
continuous hairline of color. 
This effect is very similar to a 
woven stripe. 

Photo 2 shows another simple 
stripe fabric also knit from 75 
denier acetate and extensively 
used for dressgoods and sports 
shirting. The lapping movement 
is shown on Draft 2(b). It will 
be seen both bars move 1-0, 1-2 


symmetrically in opposition.

The threading is 5 white and 1 
purple. The guide bars are so 
gated as to position the guides 
carrying the color threads be- 
hind each other. Because each 
thread is lapping around two 
needles, the stripe will be two 
wales wide. The stripe definition 
is impaired by the front bar 
white threads adjacent to the red 
thread and plating on top of an- 
other red carried in the back 
bar. In this way white loops will 
predominate on every alternate 
course of the stripe. The reverse 
side of the fabric also shows a 
stripe effect, perhaps even 
“cleaner” and better defined than 
on the front. 

Photo 3 shows a stripe fabric 
knit with a standard jersey move- 
ment—Draft 2(c). The threading 
is: Front bar—1 tan, 15 white. 
Back bar—15 white, 1 out. The 
end out on the back bar pro- 
duces an openwork stripe effect 
while the tan end on the front 
bar traces out two individual 
stripes separated by one wale. 
The front bar movement on Draft 
2(c) illustrates the character and 
formation of the stripe. Wale (1) 
is composed alternately of tan 
and white loops. Wale (2) con- 
tains only white loops. Wale 
(3) is like wale (1). We have 
thus two identical stripes run- 
ning parallel to each other one 
wale apart. 

The reverse side of the fabric 
shows a distinct zig-zag stripe 
extending over three wales. This 
should be understandable con- 
sidering the fact that the front 
bar threads float freely on the 
reverse of the fabric. 

Photo 4 shows a similar fab- 
ric to the one described above, 
but instead of two identical 
stripes we now have one hairline 
stripe outlined by a_ broken 
stripe. The threading is: Front

Draft 2(d) shows the configura- 
tion of red threads responsible 
for the stripe effect. The white 
loops cannot be shown on the 
draft without using color print. 
Any point on the draft not cov- 
ered by red threads should be 
assumed to be covered by a 
white thread and result in a cor- 
responding loop. On wale (1) 
there are alternate red and white 
loops. On wale (2) we have al- 
ternate red loops on the back bar 
and white loops on the front bar. 
The latter will plate over the 
red loops and make only one 
limb of their “V” visible at al- 
ternate courses. 

On wale (3) alternate loops 
of the front bar are red. The 
same applies to the back bar, 
however. The presence of the 
white front bar loops plated on 
top of them makes only one 
“V" limb of the red loops visible 
on the face. As a result, we have 
a composite stripe consisting of 
a line of alternate red and white 
loops (wale |), a line of alternate 
white loops and white/red loops 
(one limb of “V” white, the other 
red) on wale (2) and a line of 
alternate red and red/white loops 
wale (3). The reverse side of the 
fabric shows a Zig-zag stripe 
similar to but not as well de- 
fined as one on Photo (3). 

The intensity of color and 
clarity of stripe depend to a large 
extent on the degree of plating. 
By suitable adjustment of front 
bar height and warp tension it 
would be possible for the front 
bar yarn to cover up almost 
completely the red loops and 
thus render a stripe identical in 
appearance to one depicted on 
Photo (3). In the majority of 
cases, however, imperfect plat- 
ing leads to more _ interesting 
color effects. 

Photo 5 shows a solid stripe 
blouse fabric also knit with a 
standard jersey movement. The 
threading is: 14 ends of 55 
denier acetate and 14 ends of 
40 denier Dacron on both bars. 
The acetate component is dyed 
navy while Dacron is left white. 
It will be seen at each boundary 
of the white and navy areas there 
are two wales consisting of al- 
ternate white and navy loops 
lending the stripe a somewhat 
fuzzy though not an uninterest- 
ing outline. On the reverse side, 
the strips outline is much cleaner, 
almost vithout any overlapping

of the colors. Even with such 
simple threading as this, one can 
obtain a number of different 
stripe patterns (14 to be precise) 
merely by gating either of the 
bars progressively over one 
needle space. 

Photo 6 shows a stripe fabric 
developed on a cord or pique 
ground. The fabric is extensively 
used for blouses and sports shirt- 
ing. The front bar threading is: 
4 white, 4 red and its movement 
1-0, 2-3. The back far thread- 
ing is: 3 white, | out, 3 red, | 
out and its movement |-2, 1-0. 

Loop Configuration 

Draft 2(e) shows the loop 
configuration of red threads wale 
by wale. The white loops cannot 
be shown without confusing the 
draft. The reader may, however, 
easily complete the draft by using 
colored pencils. Wale (1) con- 
sists of alternate red and white 
loops. Wale (2) consists of al- 
ternate red and white loops. Also 
the red loops of the front bar 
do not contain any white “V” 
limbs since the back bar thread 
is missing. The white loops, how- 
ever, do contain red “V” limbs 
through plating on top of the red 
back bar loops. There is a dis- 
tinct line of openwork between 
wales (1) and (2) produced by 
the empty guide on the back 
bar. This lends the fabric a

corded character. The alternating 
red and white floats are clearly 
visible in the line of openwork 
and impart it a centipede like 
appearance. 

Wales (3) and (4) are com- 
posed of red loops exclusively 
since the red threads in the front 
bar plate on top of the red 
threads in the back bar. Wale 
(5S) is the same in composition 
as wale (2), while wale (6) is 
the same in composition as wale 
(1). The line of openwork run- 
ning between wales (5) and (6) 
is identical to the line between 
wales (1) and (2). Wales (7) and 
(8) are all white since they con- 
sist of white loops exclusively. 
Wale (9) is identical to wale (1). 
It marks beginning of the next 
pattern repeat. The reverse side 
of the fabric displays well de- 
fined red and white solid stripes 
without the characteristic “centi- 
pede” effect discernible on the 
face. Fabrics shown on Photo 3 
—six were all made with the ele- 
mentary jersey movement. By 
varying color, order of threading 
and yarn denier, a host of stripe 
designs may be developed on 
any machine equipped with jer- 
sey wheels. 

Photo (7) shows an involved 
type of stripe fabric used for 
dressgoods. It is made from pig- 
ment dyed 75 denier acetate. 


The threading is: 7 white, 2 red, 


(1 white 2 red) x 3, 7 white, 2 
black, (1 white, 2 black) x 3, 
on both bars. The lapping move- 
ment is shown on Draft 2(f). The 
front bar laps 1-0, 3-4 and the 
back 1-2, 1-0. The reverse side 
of the fabric discloses “clean” 
sawtooth edge stripes with white 
zig-zag lines running through 
them. 

Photo 8 shows a very popular 
type of stripe used extensively 
for all kinds of outerwear. Both 
bars are threaded | white, | red 
and move in opposition 1-0, 2-3 
and 2-3, 1-0. Draft 2(g) shows 
the arrangement of red loops in 
the fabric. On wale (1) all front 
and back bar loops are red. The 
stripe, one wale wide, will there- 
fore appear in pure red color 
without any “V” limbs of white 
showing through. The same ap- 
plies to odd wales 3, 5, 7, etc. 
On even wales 2, 4, 6, etc. the 
loops of both bars are white thus 
rendering a pure white stripe. 

Before closing this discussion 
of stripe patterns, one more type 
should be mentioned. The sel- 
dom exploited application of 
inlay can lead, with the proper 
choice of lapping movement and 
deniers, to very fine hairline 
stripe effects. An example of 
such movement is shown on 
Draft 2(h). The front bar per- 
forms a simple 1-0, 1-2 move- 
ment while the back bar lays in 
0-0, 2-2. If the front bar is 
threaded with, say, 75 denier 
white yarn and the back bar 
with 100 denier | black, 10 
white, a very fine black stripe 
will be produced on both sides 
of the fabric.

the operation of the unit. 

The builders claim that a knit- 
ting speed of 400 course per 
minute is possible with this new 
Milanese machine. They state 
that the operation of the unit, 
the feeding and knitting of the 
yarn is similar to that of a warp 
knitting unit. This similarity 
also extends to threading-up the 
warps and take-off of the knit- 
ted fabric. In this East German 
unit the completed fabric is al- 
ways seen by the operator, while 
in most other Milanese machines 
it lies behind the incoming warps.

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif —Sweater sales surpassed expectations 
at the Western Children’s Brand Wagon market week held, here, 
January 17 to 20 at the Whitcomb Hotel.

All knits were 
moving well but it was in sweaters that the largest increase over

Store 
owners and manufacturers are 
becoming aware that the poten- 
tial for spring sweater business 
is much greater than has been 
realized in the past and retail 
stocks were completely depleted 
at Christmas time. 

Del Hobbs, of Knitown Togs 
Corp., was one of several rep- 
resentatives who commented on 
the interest in sweaters. He cited 
the Dupont promotion of the 
“tote sweater” idea—a garment 
that could be easily carried and 
practically used when going, for 
instance, from the hot sunshine 
into an air conditioned building. 
Mr. Hobbs pointed out that the 
very popular sweater dress is 
nothing but a dress with a co- 


ordinated classic cardigan — a 
fine illustration of the “tote” 
idea. 


Style Variety 

Mr. Hobbs pointed out that 
there was a great deal of style 
variety. The “tote” promotion, 
he felt, had given an added push ~ 
to classics. Bulkies were still 
very strong and Mr. Hobbs ex- 
pected them to continue in im- 
portance. A wide variety of 
novel stitches is offered. Brushed 
styles, which had been very big 
last fall, were continuing to sell 
in the spring. 

Mr. Hobbs said that he had 
had tremendous reaction to a 
napped and sheared Orlon plush 
model. He was showing it for 
the first time at the spring mar- 
ket in infant through sub teen 
sizes at $3.95 to $6.95, retail. 
He felt that this treatment would 
be even more important in the 
fall and, accordingly, that his 
firm plans to use it then for all 
of its classics. 

Mr. Hobbs also explained that 
cotton knit coordinates were 
selling very well, as were the 
tote sweaters designed to go with 


them. iold and sea foam green 
Were the big fashion colors, par- 
ticular'y in boys’ wear, with red 
Occup) ng its usual favorite posi- 
tion in the small sizes. 


D. R. Webster, representing 
Huntingdon Mills, described 
business as “marvelous — fabu- 
lous!” He was doing well with 
the firm’s tow-dyed Orlon sweat- 
ers in napped and sheared treat- 
ments. 

Leading colors, Mr. Webster 
said, were green and gold in 
boys’ sweaters. Patterned gau- 
chos proved very popular. Both 
bulkies and fine gauge styles 
were selling well. 

Harold Herzog, of Fay Knit- 
wear, reported that sweater sales 
in January were better than in 
the past and that the market 
had produced a “good turnout 
of buyers.” Bulky knits, he said, 
were still big and brushed Orlons 
were important. 

Business Up 20% 

Terming it a “very active 
market,” Mitz Alexander of 
Fisherman and Tobin estimated 
that his current business was 20 
to 25 percent over that of a year 
ago. He was doing well with a 
boys’ shawl collared cotton knit 
pullover with crest trim. 

According to Mr. Alexander, 
a number of leading sports out- 
fits teamed knits with firm 
fabrics. One of these mated 
charcoal polished cotton pants 
with a red sweater which has an 
inset of white edged in varying 
shades of gray. Retailing at 
$3.98 in boys’ sizes, three to 
eight, the style is also offered in 
antelope with a contrasting red 
sweater. In most cases, tops were 
knitted and bottoms, which in- 
cluded short pants, surfers and 
full length pants, were woven. 

At Dive-ettes, girls’ knitted 
swimwear was in demand. Tank 
models were the most important. 
The firm’s “hoboettes” suit with 
little boy legs was bringing sales 
at about $10 retail, sizes 10 to 
16. Interpreted in white with 
three different patches — yellow 
at the bodice, red at the waist, 
and brown on the skirt, it comes 
with a matching beach bag. Knit 
styles represented about 50 per- 
cent of the house’s total volume. 

Harold Epstein of Famous 


Knitwear Corp. pointed out that 
in the San Francisco area, Las- 
tex and knitted swim suits were 
selling best, whereas in other 
areas of California, cotton was 
important. The firm, Mr. Epstein 
stated, has been increasing its 
offerings of knit suits and has 
found good buyer acceptance for 
them. 

Cotton knit coordinates are 
also very important at this time 
of the year, Mr. Epstein pointed 
out. His company is registering 
success with junior and sub teen 
items which duplicate grown up 
style trends. 

Don Coulter, representing 
Gibbs Underwear Co. and 
Golden Gate Knitting Mills, re- 
ported that the market was 
“very good — decidedly better 
than usual” in infants’ wear. 
Everyone, he explained, was 
happy with last year’s figures 
and was in the mood—and in a 
position — to buy. 

Sleep-Play Set 

A British four needle inter- 
lock sleep-and-play set was a 
leader at $2.98 retail in small, 
medium, and large. Designed 
like the popular three-piece 
“nappies,” consisting of two- 
piece pajamas plus booties, this 
interpretation is in a wide stripe 
with pink and white the leading 
color. Other good shades are 
turquoise and blue, both with 
white. The same outfit comes 
in a dainty rosebud print. 

A brand new style by Golden 
Gate is a girls’ knitted suspender 
and skirt blouse offered in white 
combined with a variety of high 
shades. The permanent pleated 
skirt is of white with a second 
color forming the inside of each 
pleat. The round neck of the 
slipover is edged in the color, 
as are the sleeves. It is made to 
retail for $6.98 in white with 
blue, maize, red, copper or baby 
blue. 

Golden Gate, Mr. Coulter re- 
ported, uses intarsia patterns or 
hand-embroidered touches for 
trim on most of its baby gar- 
ments. The house uses a boucle 
blend of nylon, cotton, and 


rayon. 

At the Hanes Babywear ex- 
hibit, Bob Kramer recorded very 
favorable reaction to the firm’s 


layette display. A standing frame 
with a large sign, “Hanes Layette 
Gifts” at the top, it features 
three Hanes combination gift 
ideas, each hung separately in 
its Own container with interest- 
ing art work and nursery rhymes 
on the surface. 

The items include a kimono 
and sacque set for $2.95; two 
wash cloths and a_ receiving 
blanket at $2.95; and a kimono, 


The company furnished the dis- 
play to any retailer who ordered 
a minimum of one dozen of each 
of the three packaged groups. 

Mr. Kramer also indicated 
that Ban-Lon seemed to be 
catching on in men’s and boys’ 
socks. 


Good Knit Sales 
Seen [In 1960 By 
Mart Exhibitors 


ALBANY, N. Y.— Knitted 
outerwear salesmen are looking 
forward to a very good selling 
year as a result of a good holi- 
day season, the settlement of the 
steel strike and the late Easter. 

This is how William Goodkin, 
president of the New York State 
Infants’ and Children’s Wear 
Association, summed up expec- 
tations at the end of the first 
spring market showing held 
January 9 to 11 in the Shera- 
ton Ten Eyck Hotel, here. 

Mr. Goodkin said that Arnel 
fabrics in sportswear and knitted 
dresses are showing much inter- 
est among buyers this year. 
“Buying is about 20 percent 
ahead of last year’s in all de- 
partments,” he stressed. 

Theodore L. Curtin, of 
Knitown Togs Corporation and 
its Doe-Spun division, also noted 
a “15 to 20 percent increase in 
ordering this year.” Knitown 
this year is stressing the Orlon 
tote sweater, promoted as a 
wear-everywhere spring knit. 

Other knitwear men also con- 
firmed the opinion that bulky 
and shaggy sweaters will con- 
tinue remaining popular with 
teenagers. They also agreed that 
swim suit sales are very good 
because of last year’s lengthy 
summer.

Knitwear Receives Strong Sales Play At Spring Market 


By MYRNA MACHLIS 
KNITS were among the top sellers at the Metropolitan Juvenile 
Style Mart, held from December 27 through January 7 at the 
New York Trade Show Building, New York City. Most of the 
representatives said that attendance was very good. They also 
noticed definite trends toward trading up. 


Cotton knits were important 
in lines for both girls and boys, 
according to company spokes- 
men. Collar and placket styling 
sold best in many of the boys’ 
lines and cropped tops were 
featured in the girls’ collections. 
Many tops were shown coordi- 
nated with shorts and slacks. 

Bulky Orlon cardigans 
account for the lion’s share of 
girls’ sweater sales, according to 
firm representatives. Shawl col- 
lars are good in both girls’ and 
boys’ models, many of the 
spokesmen commented. 

Olive And Gold 

Olive and gold are selling par- 
ticularly well. The heather tones 
are also important, most of the 
representatives agreed. There is 
considerable interest shown in 
yellow and mint green. The 
pastels are the most important 
shades in infants’ and the small 
size ranges, salesmen com- 
mented. 

In swimwear, prints are of 
importance, according to ladies’ 
and children’s wear spokesmen. 
Skirted numbers are popular in 
the smaller size ranges in bold 
woven cotton prints. 

Knitted swimwear is of in- 
creasing importance this season, 
many of the salesmen reported. 
Sales have been high in this 
category, especially in pre-teen 
and teen sizes. In knits, the mail- 
lot leg is the most important 
style feature. 


Cromwell Mills 

_ Nautical styling predominates 
in the Cromwell Mills’ collec- 
tion of cotton knits and has been 
selling very nicely, according to 
Alex -Mazor, the firm’s repre- 
sentative. 

_ Attendance has been off a 
little, Mr. Mazor commented. 
He has also noticed definite 
trends toward trading up. 

_A number of two-piece out- 
fits are included in the collec- 
ion, among them a set featuring 
a horizontally striped polo shirt 
with boat motif and overalls. A 
matching cardigan is also avail- 
able. The outfit, in sizes six, 12, 


and 18 months, wholesales for 
$36 per dozen; the low-holer is 
offered at $15.75, wholesale. 


Sailor Outfit 


In the one to 3X size range 
a sailor outfit is among the top 
sellers, according to Mr. Mazor. 
The set has solid color short 
pants with a vertical star motif 
running down the side. The boat 
neck top is sleeveless and fea- 
tures a middy emulating front 
with star motif trim. The outfit 
wholesales for $30 per dozen. 
In the same size range, a collar 
and placket shirt, in a blend of 
85 percent cotton and 15 percent 
Dacron, features rounded collar 
and has a definite horizontal 
theme. It wholesales for $18 per 
dozen. 

The nautical idea is carried 
into the three to 6X size range, 
Mr. Mazor said. A cotton knit 
pullover has an_ interesting 
stand-up collar with vertical 
stripes. It also has multicolor 
pocket trim. The short-sleeved 
pullover tops horizontally striped 
shorts. It wholesales for $30 per 
dozen. 

Knit back terry is important 
in the collection, the representa- 
tive said. In the larger sizes 
knit back cotton terry tapered 
pants, with a rope waistband 
sold very nicely, at $28.50 per 
dozen wholesale, Mr. Mazor 
said. 

Frieman Knitwear Corp. 

“Bulkies are excellent,” Han- 
ford Cohen, the Frieman Knit- 
wear representative, commented. 
“Decorated garments are doing 
much better than in the past,” 
he continued. No color green, 
gold and yellow are the colors 
which are selling best, according 
to this spokesman. 

“Attendance has been a little 
slow,” Mr. Cohen said. He has 
noticed that people definitely are 
looking for better priced goods. 

The convertible collar is im- 
portant from the infants’ booty 
set up through girls’ and boys’ 
sweaters according to Mr. Cohen. 
One convertible collared booty 


set with a poodle motif is in 

Orlon. It is blue and has white 

trim around the bonnet and 

booties. The four-piece outfit 

wholesales for $36 per dozen. 
Shawl Collars 


Shawl collared numbers are 
selling particularly nicely, the 
Frieman salesman said. One 
Orlon bulky is in a_ novelty 
ribbed stitch. Striping outlines 
the shawl collar and front edges. 
The sweater is offered in black 
with white and red with gold, 
at $36 per dozen wholesale. 

Some flat knit classics are in- 
cluded in the line and have been 
selling well in Orlon. Decorated 
sweaters, especially those with 
floral themes, are also note- 
worthy, according to Mr. Cohen. 
They have received considerable 
attention in the yellow, lilac and 
pink shades. The short-sleeved 
pullover wholesales for $22.50 
per dozen and the long-sleeved 
cardigan wholesales for $36 per 
dozen. 


May Knitting Company 

Knitted swim suits are becom- 
ing increasingly important, espe- 
cially in the pre-teen and teen 
size ranges, the May Claire rep- 
resentative reported. Dressmaker 
styling predominates in the 
smaller sizes. A number of 
cabana sets for boys’ are in- 
cluded in the collection and have 
been selling nicely, the repre- 
sentative continued. Some two- 
piece suits are being offered by 
the firm and have been receiving 
attention, the spokesman noted. 
Attendance has been fair, he 
added. 

A Helanca knit maillot fea- 
turing a textured diamond pat- 
tern is one of the firm’s top 
numbers. It is offered in teen 
sizes 10 to 16. Lacing leads up 
to the V-necked tank top. It is 
offered in red, blue and black 
at $81 per dozen wholesale. A 
two-piece Helanca suit, at the 
same price, has contrast binding 
trimming the scoop neckline and 
maillot legs. 

An attractive suit in the seven 
to 14 range features colorful 
apple and pear motif. It has a 
pleated skirt starting at the hip 
and scoop neckline. It whole- 
sales for $36 per dozen. ' 

In the boys’ group, a oné-size 
Helanca knit with drawstring at 


the waistband offered in red, 
royal and gold at $15.75 per 
dozen wholesale, has been sell- 
ing nicely, the spokesman noted. 


McKem-Vanta 

The Continental look is an 
important selling factor in boys’ 
knitwear, Leonard Gaynor, the 
McKem-Vanta salesman, noted. 
Cropped tops are selling best in 
girls’ wear, he continued. 

Attendance at the show has 
been pretty good, according to 
Mr. Gaynor. He has not noticed 
indications of trading up. 

Shawl collars are moving 
nicely, according to Mr. Gaynor. 
One cotton polo shirt, has a 
solid color shawl collar. A verti- 
cal geometric motif makes up 
the body of the garment, which 
is Offered in sizes one through 
four at $2 retail. A similar fabric 
is incorporated in a collar and 
placket shirt, at the same price. 

A cotton knit featuring an 
Olympic motif is “the number 
one shirt” in the collection, Mr.

Novelty bulkies have been sell- 
ing well, Stan Mittleman, the 
Wooly Togs representative re- 
ported. The firm’s three-piece 
suits also are important, the 
spokesman continued. 

Attendance has been good, 
and sales have been excellent 
with much demand for fill-ins to 
be used as gift items, Mr. Mittle- 
man noted. There are definite 
trends toward trading up. People 
want higher quality goods and 
are willing to pay for them, the 
spokesman commented. There is 
also more emphasis on styling, 
he continued. 

Red, pink, navy and light blue 
are the important colors in the 
collection. A shade of light tan 
is also receiving emphasis, Mr. 
Mittleman said.

Children’s Wear 


Outstanding Spring Activity Reported 
By Exhibitors At Portland Market 


PORTLAND, Ore.—An out- 
standingly good spring market 
week was reported by exhibitors 
at the Northwestern Children’s 
Travelers show early in Janu- 
and Plaza 


ary at the Benson 
Hotels. here. 
Merchants in this area en- 


joyed a fine holiday business 
and are in an excellent mood 
for buying. As indicative of the 
current financial trend here, 
Portland department store sales 
here achieved a dollar volume 
gain of 17 percent for the week 
ended December 26, as com- 
pared with the same week in 
1958. Seattle gained 19 percent 
for the week. 

The two cities also registered 
gains for the entire year, with 
Portland up 10 percent and 
Seattle ahead three percent. The 
Twelfth Federal District as a 
whole gained 21 percent for 
Christmas week and nine per- 
cent for the entire year. 

Spring trends in children’s 
wear at the market find the 


styling of boys’ sweaters and 
shirts becoming more and more 
a duplication of current men’s 
styles, even in the very small 
boys’ sizes. 

In girls’ wear, pastel shades 
are getting an excellent recep- 
tion, and very complete coor- 
dination of sportswear continues 
to be the order of the day. Some 
emphasis is on high fashion 
tones of the pastel family. 

Big sellers at this market 
were the cropped knitted tops 
for girls. These little bolero- 
length tops are found in nearly 
every line. They are pullovers 
of easy fit which just elude the 
waistline without exposing the 
midriff. 

Knit Swim Suits 

Knits in swim suits are tops 
this season, according to Mabel 
Aiken of the May Claire line, 
who described this trend as af- 
fecting even the smallest sizes. 

Beach sets, she said, are as 
popular as ever. Terry jackets, 
both separately and with swim 


suits, are important. This line 
also includes woven jackets with 
terry-lined hoods, to match 
some of its swim suits. 

Canary and soft pinks are 
top-selling colors in girls’ wear 
styles, Norm and Nettie Lotzkar, 
reported. They represent Play- 
more Knits of California and 
Kordell *“Add-Ups.” 

Orion Bulkies Big 


Mr. Lotzkar finds this an un- 
usually good spring season for 
bulky Orlon sweaters. Due to 
the lateness of Easter, he says, 
they are being bought with the 
idea that customers will pur- 
chase them in preference to 
coats. Where usually at this 
time of year stores are just fill- 
ing in on sweaters, this year 
they are putting in actual stocks. 

White is still the predominant 
color for bulkies, although they 
also come in shades to. coordi- 
nate with other separates. In 
addition to canary and soft pink, 
the Playmore separates are also 
doing well in French blue and 
red; but the pastels are espe- 
cially favored. 

The cotton knit separates, in 
three to 6X and seven to 14, 
include pedal pushers, slim 
pants of mid-calf length or in 


Capri style, sweaters and shirts, 
to coordinate with wovens. Play- 
more uses needlepoint and tap- 
estry knits extensively. 
Needlepoint Texture 

four-button needlepoint 
cardigan with three-quarter 
sleeves makes an attractive top- 
ping for coordinating shorts, 
Bermudas or calf-lengths. An 
attractive white cropped needle- 
point top has a color trim in 
the form of a conspicuously 
ribbed border and ribbed small 
collar with a little novelty two- 
button placket. Another cropped 
top is done in white, with a 
small blue collar underscored 
by a dash of red. Other color 
combinations are offered. 

A very good response was 
reported by Mr. and Mrs. Lotz- 
kar to the new knitted “Irish 
Linen” group, a cotton knit 
blending which closely resem- 
bles the look of natural linen. 
It is offered only in the natural 
shade. These include mid-calf 
pants, shorts, and a slim skirt 
for the seven to 14 range and 
a box-pleat skirt for sizes three 
to 6X. There are also coordi- 
nating shirts of white _lisle, 
which have seashore motifs ap-

Jim Shipler, who took over 
the Janie Original lines this last 
year, finds bulky knits still im- 
portant. Pastels are taking the 
lead for the new season, in pref- 
erence to high shades such as 
sapphire. 

Continental Touches 

In boys’ wear, Roy Lishman’s 
Savoy Knitting Mills’ line is 
placing considerable emphasis 
on the Continental note in nov- 
elty collars and plackets for 
cotton knit shirts. 

Larry Metter, of Houran & 
Metter, representing the Pick- 
wick Knitting Mills’ line for 
boys, finds that shawl collars 
are still strong in sweaters, even 
in sizes two to six. Modified V’s 
are currently favored over the 
more extreme V’s. 

Gold and olive are featured 
colors, with French blue also 
showing good strength. 

White combined with other 


colors is proving very big for 


spring. This is particularly 
noticeable in Pickwick’s very 
popular white Orlon tennis 


sweater. Red and blue striping 
outlines the V-neck and appears 
just above the cuffs and ribbed 
waistband. 

Button vests, with a little 
trim, are still in quite good 
demand. 

Brushed Orlons have proved 
terrific this fall, Metter said, and 
are still going over very well. 
This season, however, the em- 
phasis is on patterned sweaters, 
rather than the solid coior 
brushed members. 

Tam O'Shanter has added a 
new range of boys’ “Husky” 
sizes to its line of knit polo 
shirts and separates, Fred Shea 
said.

Of Spotty Spring 

CHICAGO, Ill. — Attend- 
ance was described as fair and 
business as fair to good at the 
spring market held January 17 
to 20 at the Merchandise Mart 
at the Palmer House, here. 

In the knitwear field, full- 
fashioned Ban-Lon_ shirts of 
jacquard construction held the 
spotlight. Orlon sweater-shirts 
sold well. Demand was heavy 
for action type knit shirts with 
raglan sleeves. There was a de- 
cided move to the high colors. 
Traffic at the show was held 
down again by inclement weath- 
er. A year ago this same show- 
ing was hit by heavy blizzards. 
This time the weather man was 
up to his old tricks, particularly 
on the second day of the show. 
After the big snows were dump- 
ed all over the Midwest area, 
the lowest temperatures of the 
winter season set in. 

Orders Already Placed 

The lack of excitement here 
during the 1960 spring market 
was attributable chiefly to one 
big factor: most of the spring

buying of men’s apparel had al- 
ready been consummated; buy- 
ers had placed their big orders 
at the show here last November. 
Fill-in Offerings 
Registration at this show, ac- 
cording to reports, therefore saw 
few buyers anxious to place 
their big spring orders. Most 
dealers showed up to see if their 
suppliers had come up with any- 
thing new and even more sale- 
able since last November. A 
good number, however, stopped 
by to check fill-in offerings. 
Opening day traffic on Jan- 
uary |7 was_ exceptionally 
heavy. A number of sales repre- 
sentatives voiced opinions that 
the opening day crush account- 
ed for the bulk of their orders 
for the entire four-day stay. 
Optimism Prevails 
Knitwear mill representatives 
continue to maintain their op- 
timism. Dealers report excellent 
holiday volume figures on all 
knitted outerwear. Post-holiday 
sweater clearance promotions 


are reported to be emptying 
dealer stocks very effectively. 
Sweater inventories, dealers 
claim, are lean, and the outlook 
is for continued gains in the pe- 
riod ahead. 

Top spot at the show, from 
the standpoint of knitwear firms 
represented, went to knit shirt 
offerings. Sweaters were on dis- 
play, but this was definitely a 
knit shirt show. Swimwear took 
a prominent spot. 

Knit shirts highlighting two- 
tone pockets and plackets and 
collars were popular numbers, 
Lou Metch, Milwaukee Knit 
Products Company, said. Also 
big were two-tone shawl collar- 
ed shirts. A strong number was 
a waffle stitch shirt of Ban-Lon. 
Good reports continue to come 
from dealers carrying the firm’s 
exclusive Playboy cotton shirts, 
now available in both Mr. and 
Mrs. Styles. 

Opening Day Good 

According to Mr. Metch, 
“Business was terrific on open- 
ing day. After that it tapered off 
sharply. Dealers didn’t appear 
to be excited about placing or- 
ders. Most of their bookings 
were completed last November. 
A lot of outlying, smaller deal- 


ers apparently felt they couldn't 
afford to take the time out right 
now to make this show.” 

Bruce Mertz, Dee Sports. 
wear, exhibited a line of cotton 
knit shirts. He reported a fa. 
vorable reaction from the deal- 
ers who visited his space. 

Mandarin collars were spot- 
lighted to good effect. Accord- 
ing to Mertz, all knit shirts with 
interesting, novel collar treat- 
ments are making a hit with 
dealers. Prime colors are gold, 
olive and white, he said. 

Novelties In Demand 

“We're getting a lot of the 
late buyers who are now scout- 
ing for hot novelty items,” H. H. 
Golden, Noernberg & Salzman 
Co. reported. 

“Dealers aren't buying in 
depth right now,” he added. 
“There are so many new things 
out on the market now that 
many dealers prefer to hold off 
for a while. They want to evalu- 
ate the trends before they place 
their heavy commitments on 
particular knit shirt styles.” 

Knit shirts with boat necks 
were good sellers, according to 
Mr. Golden. Also good were 
boat neck shirts with buttons at

Color Important 

Color had an important ap- 
peal in the Puritan Sportswear 
Corp. showroom. Harry Char- 
ner and Larry Briller, manning 
the space, commented that Pu- 
ritans new color, sage, was 
catching on very firmly. “We 
hope we do as well with this 
new color as we did last fall 
with olive,” they said. 

Puritan’s Ban-Lon gaucho 
shirts, offered in 19 colors, were 
exceptionally well received, they 
Claimed. Also proving strong 
was heir promotion of full- 


fashioned short-sleeved Ban- 
Lon shirts to coordinate with 
their newly unveiled “Devil's 
Denim” fabric. 

Considerable sales activity is 
expected from new outlets, such 
as sport shops, for Puritan’s 
“Par One” knit shirts. Made of 
combed cotton, these numbers 
feature swing sleeve construc- 
tion and bear an attractive golf 
chest emblem. They were shown 
in father and son combinations. 

Open Stitching 

Receiving attention was Pu- 
ritan’s classic Ban-Lon shirt 
with open stitched, spaced pat- 
terns and looped collar plack- 
ets in wheat and light blue, a 
910.95 retailer. 

Sam Abrams, Chicago sales 
representative for Phillips Van- 
Heusen, labeled this as a “sec- 
ondary spring show.” Accord- 
ing to Abrams, “We never, 
however, think disparagingly of 
this market. It provides dealers 
with a lot of things to look at 
that they need to see in order 
to properly plan a well rounded 
program tor spring and summer 
merchandising.” 

In addition, Abrams said, “it 
gives dealers an opportunity to 
feel that they are part of a dy- 
namic and constantly changing 
industry. There is no doubt in 
my mind that this spring market 
should be kept alive. Ours is an 
exceedingly intricate industry. 
We have to show our dealers the 
actual product. They should not 
be satisfied with anything less 
than an opportunity to see the 
complete lines of their suppli- 
ers.” 

Continental Collars 

According to Abrams, dealer 
buying patterns at the spring 
show revealed a strong move to 
Continental collars in knit shirts, 
although conventional collars 
continue to hold their ground 
very well. 

In the swim trunk field, 
Abrams said, the demand was 
heavy for conventional length 
boxer numbers. There was addi- 
tional accent on knit briefs. 
Quick dry fabrics were of major 
importance. “John L” trunks 
moved at a “moderate” rate. 

In the Hartog of California 
space, gratifying orders were 
written for their highly styled 
drip dry Orlon shirts. Big things 
were anticipated for their new 
short-sleeved sweat shirts with a 
fashion treatment, to retail at $5 
to $6.

Trade Shows 


Reception Good To Higher-Priced 
Line Of Men’s And Ladies’ Knits 


BOSTON, Mass.—Reception 
was good at the Yankee Peddler, 
Ltd. Apparel show from Janu- 
ary 17 through 21, held for the 
second time at the Sheraton 
Plaza after years of presentations 
at Hotel Bellevue. This was a 
mixed showing of men’s and 
women’s wear and these higher 
priced lines came in for a full 
share of the prosperous apparel 
business transacted at various 
marketing sessions held through- 
out the city in January. 

A large portion of the knit- 
wear, which comprised about 25 
percent of the show, was im- 
ported. Many new styling ideas 
were shown for men in such 
fibers as angora, brushed Shet- 
land and blends of mohair and 
wool. Cashmere, a blend of 
lamb’s wool and angora and silk 
knits were featured for women. 
Much hand-work was used for 
women’s wear. Men’s knit shirts 
and sweaters were made with 
meticulous attention to detail. 


of Moran Sportswear, showed 
men’s and ladies’ shirts, to be 
worn in or out, in a blend of 
eight percent mohair and 92 per- 
cent wool with an all worsted 
back. 

Mixed Shades 

These shirts by Spinnaker had 
fashioned collars with French 
edging turned in on itself and a 
four-button placket. Four cross- 
dyed yarns were used to create 
such mixed shades as Home 
Spun Scotch Briar, heather green, 
Lockland blue and bagpipe red. 
These shirts had long sleeves and 
a breast pocket edged with rib- 
bing. Similar styles with three- 
button placket and two pockets 
were offered in angora. 

This firm. also offered 
Cairngorm brushed Scottish- 
made crew neck Shetland pull- 
overs in 30 shades. A line of full- 
fashioned pullovers for men and 
cardigans for men and women 
is made of three-ply Shetland. 
The nine-button cardigans have

the garment. They are offered in 
black, heather blue, heather 
green, natural and light oxford. 

Hand embroidery is used ex- 
tensively for a selection of highly- 
styled pullovers and cardigans 
with matching skirts manufac- 
tured in Perugia, Italy, by Luisa 
Spagnoli. These sweaters were 
made up in a blend of 70 percent 
lamb’s wool and 30 percent an- 
gora. One slipover has a scoop 
neck edged with three-quarter 
inches of ribbing crossing over 
deep in front. On a turquoise 
body, a trim of flowerettes em- 
broidered in gray, charcoal and 
yellow is used. Light waistlength 
cardigans in this set have jacket 
style collars with the floral pat- 
tern on the lapels and on either 
side of four jeweled buttons down 
the front. 

Trimmed Peter Pan 


A third slipover in this 
sweater-skirt coordinate has a 
ribbed Peter Pan collar and open 
placket with a button fastening 
set on the inside. Embroidery 
trims both sides of the collar 
and forms a double row down 
the sides of the front. On pale

yellow, this trim is embroidered 
in green, silver and orange 
threads. 

In cashmere, this Italian firm 
offers a double-breasted sweater 
with three buttons down the sides 
in an endless number of pastel, 
heather and solid shades. The 
sweaters have ribbed shawl col- 
lars, three-quarter sleeves and a 
ribbed lining. The silk knit line 
consists of slipovers and _five- 
button cardigans in both light 
and heavier weights offered in 
10 shades to retail at $16.75. 

Zatlow Brothers Sportswear, 
offered a collection of bulky 
Orlon blazer sweaters with 
stripes of red, white and blue, 
running vertically and set off by 
a wide blue waistband. These 
sweaters have a notched collar 
and eight buttons down the front, 
two set close on the waistband. 
This style also comes in a com- 
bination of red, gold and olive. 
This same blazer stripe is used 
for deep scoop neck pullovers. 

Another Orlon bulky, offered 
by Zatlow Brothers, is a seven- 
button cardigan with a convert- 
ible Peter Pan collar which can 
be lapped over to form a turtle- 


neck.

Knitwear Abroad 


Hawick Knitters Optimistic For 60's; 
Mills Using More Efficient Machinery 


GLASGOW, Scotland (Via 
Scottish Amalgamated Trade 
News Agency)—Border knitwear 
firms are entering 1960 with the 
happiest of auguries. Only the 
shortage of female labor limits 
the continuing growth of the in- 
dustry in this traditional center. 
New housing is urgently needed 
to take incoming families which 
could provide that labor and 
since this is a long-term solution 
the prospect is that more work 
will have to be transferred to 
outworking factories. One firm 
in Hawick has already moved 
across the Border because of this 
situation, while retaining _ its 
major interest within Hawick 
itself. If the present situation con- 
tinues others may well be obliged 
to do the same. 

The area now has completely 
recovered from the 1957 slump 
and although there is no sug- 
gestion of the revival of the hec- 
tic postwar years of dollar earn- 
ings, the position is most 
encouraging. While quality is 
still of paramount importance 
here, it is believed that 1959 saw 
a new peak in quantity of out- 
put. 

In early 1959 the Hawick 
firms began to benefit from the 
months of intensive and intelli- 
gent selling which resulted from 
the sharp collapse of American 
buying; markets which had been 
partially neglected in favor of 
dollar earnings were again 
courted and over the whole of 
1959, that effort was increasingly 
justified. Prices were trimmed 
and profit margins reduced and 
business gained increasingly. The 
net result of that situation be- 
came evident when mills switched 
to overtime and double shifts. 

The fact that cashmere 
dropped 30 percent from the 
1958 level gave added assist- 
ance. It permitted the Hawick 
industry to offer cashmere gar- 
ments to markets which had al- 
ways wanted them but had not 
previously had the money to buy. 
The home market, for instance, 
had come to regard cashmere as 
an export luxury; today cash- 
mere garments are becoming a 
standard item of wardrobe. and 
this has undoubtedly been the 
direct result of reduced prices 


and intensified selling effort. 

The main markets which were 
cultivated when the American 
outlets declined were the Con- 
tinental countries, Scandinavia, 
the Commonwealth and the Far 
East. The new trading position 
in Europe may well affect the sit- 
uation but so far there has been 
no major decline of demand for 
Hawick garments in the main 
Continental countries and hopes 
are entertained that the Six and 
the Seven country groups will 
ultimately reach agreement, al- 
though that may be some years 
ahead. 

On the fashion front Hawick 
has kept well abreast of interna- 
tional trends and is still one of 
the major world centers of de- 
sign, color and style. Policy here 
has been to travel extensively 
and to use overseas designers to 
ensure that the garments result- 
ing from the factories will com- 
ply with current needs in an 
international market. But more 
so, it is to ensure that Hawick 
remains a fundamental center 
stamping its own hallmark on all 
that is produced, in terms of 
quality, finish, craftsmanship, 
color and styling, quite apart 
from compliance with national 
or international fashion trends. 
That effort has been achieved 
very substantially, and brand 
names are a major factor in pub- 
licizing that fact. Advertising has 
been stepped up steadily and is 
a potent factor in maintaining 
sales. 

On the technical side, the 
main attention has been given to 
bigger and more efficient knit- 
ting frames; this has meant con- 
siderable expenditure in re- 
equipping but returns have more 
than justified that. There has 
been a continuing interest in 
work study and most of the mills 
now operate their own work 
study sections, aiming at faster, 
easier, more profitable work. 

Hawick is fortunate in that 
there is a continuing local tradi- 
tion of service to industry; while 
work study applications have 
meant disputes in other indus- 
tries, here the potential prob- 
lems have been adiusted to the

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benefit of both employers and 
employees so that they both 
benetit by faster knitting frames, 
improved techniques and rou- 
tines and changing patterns of 
operation. 

American prospects for Scot- 
tish knitwear are sound accord- 
ing to Lewis Bannerman, North 
American sales director of Prin- 
gle of Scotland. The decline in 
1957 was followed by cautious 
buying in 1958 which left stocks 
at a low level. The reduced price 
levels of cashmere garments and 
the more confident attitude of 
American buyers resulted last 
year in a situation much more 
favorable to increased sales of 
Scottish cashmere sellers. 

He stresses the importance of 
the dyed-to-match and coor- 
dinated skirt as a fashion trend. 
Manufacturers in Scotland took 
steps to provide such garments 
and in some cases provided skirts 
to match. Lamb’s wool and pure 
wool garments met increased 
competition from American man- 
ufacturers but there is some evi- 
dence that natural fibers are re- 
ceiving increased support against 
man-made fibers. Delivery con- 
tinues to be a vital aspect of the 


trade but the overall prospects 
for 1960 in the North American 
market for Scottish knitwear are, 
he believes, reasonably good.

cents per share, after deduction 
of estimated Federal, State and 
foreign income taxes equal to 70 
cents per share. This represents 
an increase of 64.9 percent over 
1958, when per share net in- 
come was 37 cents and total net 
income was $324,467.58.

Filament Spinner 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.— 
Proctor & Schwartz, textile ma- 
chinery firm, here, is one of three 
international textile firms to 
form Fiber Process Associates, 
FIPROA, a new organization 
which will market a new con- 
tinuous rayon spinning and proc- 
essing machine said to produce 
two continuous filament yarns 
on each spinning unit from vis- 
cose solution to finished product 
in less than three minutes. Con- 
ventional processes take from 
four to five days. 

Other firms involved in the for- 
mation of FIPROA are Kuljian 
Corp., industrial engineering 
company, here, which showed 
the first version of the Kuljian 
continuous process rayon ma- 
chine to the industry about 10 
years ago; and Sociedad Na- 
cional Industrias Aplicaciones 
Celulose Espanola (SNIACE) of 
Madrid, Spain, rayon yarn man- 
ufacturer, at whose Torrelevaga 


plant the machines are now in 
full commercial operation. 

Proctor & Schwartz is said to 
have obtained exclusive world- 
wide licenses to build the ma- 
chines and to apply Kuljian 
patents to all types of fiber proc- 
essing. The firm has textile ma- 
chinery and industrial process- 
ing equipment manufacturing af- 
filiates in West Germany and in 
Great Britain. 

Design Plants 

In addition to marketing the 
new machine, said to be the re- 
sult of a decade of continued 
research and technological im- 
provements, FIPROA will de- 
sign and construct new ofr 
modernized rayon plants fully 
equipped with the machines and 
provide initial operating services 
for such installations, it was re- 
ported. 

The machines can produce 
textile yarns finer than 100- 
denier, or with a few adjust- 
ments, heavy denier and high 
tenacity yarns for tires and other 
industrial uses, it was noted.

Trade Promotions 


Sheep Producers, 
Wool Bureau Hold 
Joint Conclave 


Directors and officers of the 
Wool Bureau, Inc. and the Amer- 
ican Sheep Producers Council 
met in New York on February 4 
to coordinate wool promotion 
activities of the two groups. Two 
directors of the Wool Promotion 
Fund of the Wool Trade of Bos- 
ton were also present. 

J. Kenneth Sexton, president 
of the American Wool Council 
and currently Wool Bureau 
board chairman, presided over 
the meeting, which was described 
as “exploratory.” 

It was the first joint meeting 
of representatives of the two 
groups since the A.S.P.C. last 
fall announced plans to estab- 
lish a separate wool promotion 
division of its own to concentrate 
on promotion of American-made 
wool products. For several years 
the A.S.P.C. has been contribut- 
ing funds to the Wool Bureau’s 
program to augment those con- 
tributed by the International 
Wool Publicity and Research 
Fund. The direct contribution 
of the A.S.P.C. will terminate 
with the current program June 
30, 1960. 

The meeting covered the re- 
spective areas of operation of 
the two groups. Each will con- 
duct its own national advertising, 
publicity, sales training and mer- 
chandising programs. The Wool 
Bureau will continue to handle 
the scientific and economics re- 
search functions, while the 
A.S.P.C. will take over certain 
activities previously conducted 
by The Wool Bureau, such as the 
Make It Yourself With Wool 
Contest, the Miss Wool of Amer- 
ica program, and education. 

A committee comprising exe- 
cutives of each group was estab- 
lished to explore all possible 
areas in which the groups could 
collaborate to prevent overlap- 
ping and making the two cam- 
paigns fully effective.
